The promise of the publishers to push this work to completion 
during the Spring of this year gives a forecast of fulfillment in the 
7th Volume, just published; but the rapidity of the issue has in no 
way interfered with the care of preparation and the excellency of 
the work. The present volume includes from "Habeas Corpus" to 
"Intestate." Amongst the more important subjects digested in addi- 
tion to those named are " Handwriting," "Husband and Wife," "Hom- 
icide," "Hearsay Evidence," "Homestead Exemption," "Illegal 
Contracts," "Implied Contracts," "Indictments, etc.," "Injunctions," 
"Instructions," "Insurance," "Interest," "Internal Improvement Com- 
panies," and "Interstate Commerce." One can well see, therefore, 
that the volume, like those which preceded it, places within the 
hands of the lawyer a digest of Virginia and West Virginia cases on 
questions of law with which he comes in daily contact.
